An Aroola Preacher Uses Violent 


Language in His Pulpit. 


Sunday evening, April 16tb, in hie 


pulpit at Aroola, Bw. Durham, a Metho- 
dist divine, who formerly preached at 
Sullivan and has been heard in Decatnr, 
worked him-elt up to a high pitch of 
frenzy over the anti-license iseue in hia 
town. He had the cbnrch full of people 
to listen to his address, in the course of 
which he took occasion to henp unjust 
personal abuse on the head of Judge E. 
P. Vail of Deoatur. It a-pears that a 
certain Arcola saloon-kepppr had been 
indicted for selling liquor at Arcolo. 
There were 17 counts agaicet him. When 
;he case was disposed of in the circuit 
court nt TusoolH, thfi s!a ea 
attorney

such oaees in this jidiciid circuit it is the 
custom aud practice far the state's attor- 
neys to arrange for the settlement of 
liqior indiotn-.ente. 
Th3y know how 


many counts are good, and how many 
are not. 
The presiding judge knows 


nothing about them, and cannot know 
until n trial ie bad. It is the practice ia 
Douglas and other conr.ties 'n the dis- 
trict for the judges to act on the judg- 
ment of ihe Btatb's attorney and then as- 
sess the fines. That was done in the 
Areola case, but it appears that Bav. 
Durham wanted a conviction on each of 
the 17 counts; and because his own 
county attorney saw lit to be s atisfied 
with n liae on five 0'iuntp, without the 
danger of losing all at a 
trial, the 


preacher made nn unmanly assault npon 
Judge Vail, who, anybody cau see is 
wrongfully accused of too great len- 
ien-'y

the Age 01 84 Years.

Mr, Haworth voted for Henry 
Olay in 1832, and since the formation of 
the party he has always been a Republi- 
can. He served one term in the city 
council aa alderman. That waa in 1859.

SPRINGFIELD, III., April 25.—B^th the 


Sanate and the Honse convened yester- 
day with quorums. In the House there 
waa much interest and expectation, 
owing to the f-ict if no deadlock or riot 
intervened to prrvjnt it, the famous acd 
much talked ot Nohe bill removing the 
85.00J statutory limit for damages in 
case ot death from accident tic whul; 
railroads Bra responsible, would come np 
for third reading. Mr. Nohe baa strug 
gled for weeks to get .the bill out of the 
oonmittee, where railroad 
ii.fluenoea 


sought to bury if, and then fought in- 
cessantly to rtajh it on the calendar. 
Bills on second reading were the f peoinl 
order and the Nohe bill was ninth on the 
calendar. The bills before it were what 
are known as farmers' bills and were 
rapidly disposed of, and at length the 
clerk sang oat "House bill No. 2." The 
words had scarcely been uttered when 
the friends of the.till applauded vocifer- 
ously and Mr. Nohe was almost giveiijan 
ovation, After the, bill had been read a 
second time, a minor amendment recom- 
mended by the judiciary committee was 
adopted without objection. Mr. Ca'la- 
han of Crawford then offered an amend- 
ment, making the limit of damages $10,- 
000 instead of 85,000 under the present 
law. 
A motion to table the amendment 


was overwhelmingly lo=t, An amend- 
ment to thn amendment waa offered 
making the limit 825,000, bat it too was 
overwhelmingly lost by a fusilade of 
"CO-H." The debite then recurred on 
tun Call ihuu amendment, but the dubate 
in fttvur of the amendment proved use- 
less, and finally it was defeated by a vote 
ot 73 to 58. The bill was then ordered 
eigroaaed for a third reading. The re- 
mainder ot the session waa unevontful. 


THE SENAIB. 


In the Senate the baainees was dull 


and extremely formal until a resolution 
was reached providing for the appoint- 
ment of a commission to locate the posi- 
tion ot the Illinois troops on the battle- 
field ot Chiekamauga. This resolution 
also oiriiad aa appropriation of S1000 to 
piy ln> expenses of the work, the final 
objaet of which is to ereat eui'able mon- 
uments to the Illiccis troops. A Damc- 
oratio senator pleaded w.th his side of 
the Sentttd to support the resolution, 
stating that Senator P • mer had written 
the resolution and desired its passage, ns 
did Jaleo the Democratic Union soldiers. 
TheJ resolution was finally adopted with 
only two dissenting votes, bat the Demo- 
cratic side furnished these in the persons 
ot Senators Green of Cairo, and Leeper 
of Virginia, Caas county, the illustrious 
parson who was defeated by Weaver in 
the Thirty-fourth district at the time ot 
the famous Ingao contest for senator in 
183J,
